/ Even before the election, the Republican campaign 
is producing results. 
The most conspicuous G. O. P, victory in forcing 
the Trum an Administration to back down on the policies 
which caused the meat famine — paving the way for 
m eat's return to the nation's dinner tables. 
President Trum an, in his radio talk, had quite a 
time of it blaming everyone but himself for the meat 
shortage. Nearly all of his address was devoted to the 
old-time sport of "buck-passing." 
Rut he would have needed very few guesses indeed 
to identify the political force responsible for breaking the 
New Deal deadlock— the Republican Party. 
It was the successful use of this issue during the past 
two months which drove the frantic and disheartened 
Democratic leaders to W ashington to tell the President 
he would have to back down on his experiment. 
This is by, way of being a dividend to the public in 
advance of the election and the coming Republican vic­ 
tory. 
But it is not the only field in which the logic of the 
Republican position in national affairs has driven the 
Trum an administration to make much needed conces­ 
sions. 
There was the m atter of a reduction on this year's 
taxes. W hen this subject first was mentioned, the White 
House protested loudly that it could not Ive thought of, 
Then the Republicans took the issue to the public — and 
the tax reduction was made. 
The same thing applies to the promise to balance the 
national budget. Even with a rate of spending four or 
five times higher than the biggest peace-time year of his 
predecessor, President Roosevelt, tin* present executive 
first said we would have to have a further deficit this year 
— the spending couldn’t lie touched.

Republican position vindicated itself— and did it the hard 
way only because the W hite House resisted so strongly. 
That is in the matter of the draft. 
A year or so ago the President demanded permanent 
peace-time conscription. This was the first time in the 
nation's history that a militaristic suggestion of the sort 
had ever been made under such circumstances. 
The Republican leaders replied that if arm y service 
were made more attractive, and if the discriminations 
against the enlisted men were wiped out, voluntary enlist­ 
ments (nigh easily be more than enough for needs. 
A draft law incorporating these ideas was passed by 
Congress. It called for a "draft holiday" during which the 
voluntary enlistment system might be given a tryout.
